0  that,  in  our  respective  relations,  we  may  co-operate  for 
this  glorious  corj  mmraation,  giving  all  diligence  to  make  our 
calling  and  election  sure.]:  Our  advantages  and  our  priv- 
ileges are  great,  and  great  and  just  will  be  our  condemna- 
tion if  we  fail  to  use  them  aright.

«o  many  do  con.e  to  the  Lord's  l\d,le,  wo  desire  to  have  yet 
r'ore,  behoving  that  n-mo  can  innocently  leave  the  Saviour's 
'lying  connn.nd   un.lonc     Of  those  who  hnve   boon  con- 
lirmed  ,n  r.ur  chapel,  too  nuu.y  have  not  yet  taken  this  next 
and  n.ost   nnport.nt  step   to  which  they  were  so  solemnly 
rlcdged  at  confirmation.      0  cnnsider  enrncstlv  with  your- 
folvcs,  dear  brethren,  thai  if  you  are  not  fit  to  ^m.e  to  the 
(ommunion.  you   nre  not  fit  to  die.  and  that  may  be  your 
lot  ere  another  opportunity.     You  must  so<-k   tin  "grace  of 
<rod  i,i  the  means  which  He  has  appointed  ;  and  th  "highest 
of  all  these  is  this  Sacrament  of  (^hrist's  precious  bod^^nd 
Hood.
